EXPLANATIONS. 
When  in  the  subjoined  list  one  place  only  is  mentioned,  it  is  a  Head, 
Office,  and  when  there  are  two,  the  first  is  a  Sub-Office,  and  the  second  is  the- 
Head  Office  to  which  the  first  is  subordinate. 
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All  Head  Offices  are  Money  Order  Offices,  but  sometimes  there  is  a  Money 
Order  Office  nearer  to  the  Sub-office  than  is  the  Head  Office.  In  these  cases 
such  Money  Order  Office  is  added  as  a  third  name,  for  the  information  of 
any  person  who  may  wish  to  remit  money  to  the  neighbourhood. 

As  regards  Town  receiving  Offices,  those  only  are  entered  at  which  Money 
Order  business  is  transacted ;  and  these  will  be  found  under  the  names  of 
their  respective  Head  Offices. 

The  last  word  in  the  address  of  every  letter,  &c,  should  be  the  name  of 
the  town  to  which,  or  near  to  which,  the  letter  is  sent ;  except  when  the 
Post-Office  at  that  town  is  only  a  Sub-Office,  in  which  case,  the  Head  Office, 
to  which  this  office  is  subordinate,  must  be  added ;  and  except,  also,  that 
where  there  are  two  Post  Towns  of  the  same  name,  the  County  must  be 
given. 

Offices  at  which  both  Money  Order  and  Savings  Bank  business  is  tran- 
sacted are  marked  thus  (a),  and  those  marked  thus  (c)  are  Insurance  and 
Annuity  Offices,  and  those  marked  thus  (b)  are  Telegraph  Offices. 

There  are  also  several  places  in  the  following  list  which  are  not  marked, 
at  which  Railway  Companies,  collect  and  deliver  Messages  on  behalf  of  the 
the  Post  Office.

The  names  and 
addresses  of  the  sender  and  receiver  are  not  charged  for. 

Telegrams  may  be  repeated  at  the  request  of  the  sender,  if  he  desires  to 
adopt  this  extra  security  aeainst  risk  of  error,  by  being  sent  back  from  the 
Office  at  which  they  are  received  to  the  Office  from  which  they  are  for- 
warded. The  charge  for  repetition  is  one  half  the  ordinary  tariff,  fractions 
of  threepence  being  reckoned  as  twopence. 

The  cost  of  a  reply  to  a  Telegram  may  be  prepaid. 

Copies  of  a  Telegram,  directed  to  more  than  one  firm  or  person  in  the 
same  free  delivery,  will  be  delivered  separately  at  an  additional  charge  of 
threepence  per  copy. 

Telegrams  may  be  re-directed  from  town  to  town  at  an  extra  charge  of 
one  half  the  ordinary  tariff,  fractions  of  threepence  being  reckoned  as  two- 
pence. 

All  numbers  and  fractions  of  numbers  must  be  written  in  words,  and 
will  be  charged  for  accordingly.

N.B.— No  application  can  oe  entertained  for  compensation  for  alleged  injury 
from  the  non-payment  of  a  Money  Order  at  the  expected  time.  When  a  Money 
Order  is  applied  for,  it  must  be  on  the  clear  understanding  that  no  such 
claim  will  be  allowed,  and  that  the  Post  Office  is  not  liable,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, to  more  than  one  payment  of  a  Money  Order,  even  when,  not- 
withstanding the  precautions  that  are  taken,  the  order  has  been  paid  to  a 
person  not  entitled  to  receive  the  money. 


PRINCIPAL  RULES  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  INSURANCE  AND 
ANNUITY  OFFICE. 
1.  The  Postmaster-General  is  empowered,  under  the  Act  27  and  28  Vic- 
toria, cap.  43,  to  ensure  the  lives  of  persons  of  either  sex,  between  the  ages 
of  16  and  60,  for  not  less  than  £20  or  more  than  £100.  He  is  also  empowered 
under  the  same  Act  to  grant  Immediate  or  Deferred  Annuities  of  not  more 
than  £50  on  the  lives  of  persons  of  either  sex,  and  of  the  age  of  10  years  and 
upwards.  The  persons  whose  lives  are  insured,  or  to  whom  annuities  are 
granted,  by  the  Postmaster-General,  have  direct  Government  security  for 
the  payment  of  the  money  at  the  proper  time. 

2.  Certain  Post  Offices  (the  names  of  which  may  be  obtained  at  any  Post 
Office)  have  been  opened  for  the  receipt  of  proposals  for  the  Insurance  of 
Lives  and  the  Purchase  of  Annuities,  and  forms  of  proposal,  with  full  in- 
structions for  filling  up  and  delivering  these  forms,  may  be  obtained  at 
these  Post  Offices. 

3.  Tables  of  the  premiums  to  be  charged  for  the  Insurance  of  lives;  for 
the  grant  of  Immediate  Annuities  ;  for  the  grant  of  Deferred  Annuities  or 
Deferred  Monthly  Allowances,  without  return  of  purchase  money,  and  for 
the  grant  of  Deferred  Annuities  or  Deferred  Monthly  Allowances,  with 
return  of  purchase  money,  have  been  printed,  and  may  be  seen  at  the  Post 
Offices  which  have  been  opened  for  the  receipt  of  proposals.  These  Tables 
may  also  be  obtained  of  Messrs  Eyre  and  Spottiswoode,  London.  The  price 
of  the  Tables  for  the  Insurance  of  Lives  and  the  grant  of  Annuities  without 
return  of  purchase  money  is  3^d.  The  price  of  the  Tables  for  the  grant  of 
Annuties  with  return  of  purchase  money  is  2d.  If  sent  by  post,  5d  is 
charged  in  the  one  case,  and  3d  in  the  other. 

4.  The  Premiums  to  be  charged  for  the  Insurance  of  Lives  vary  with  the 
ages  of  the  persons  whose  lives  are  to  be  insured,  and  with  the  mode  in 
which  they  are  to  be  paid.

5.  No  one  life  can  be  insured  for  less  than  £20  in  the  whole,  but  when 
a  life  has  been  insured  for  £20,  farther  insurances  may  be  affected  on  the 
same  life  from  time  to  time,  for  any  amount,  until  the  whole  sum  for  which 
it  is  insured  amounts  to  £100. 

6.  If,  after  having  duly  made  his  payments  for  a  period  of  five  years,  the 
insured  person  shall  be  unable  to  continue,  or  shall  desire  to  discontinue 
such  payments,  a  portion  of  the  premiums  paid  by  him,  which  portion  will 
in  no  case  be  less  than  one-third  of  the  whole  sum  paid  by  him,  will  be  re- 
turned to  him. 

7.  The  Sums  to  be  charged  for  the  purchase  of  Immediate  Annuties 
will  vary  with  the  age  and  sex  of  the  person  on  whose  life  the  Annuity  is 
to  depend : —

8.  The  Sums  to  be  charged  for  the  purchase  of  Deferred  Annuities,  or 
Deferred  Monthly  Allowances,  will  vary  with  the  age  and  sex  of  the  per?on 
on  whose  life  the  Annuity  or  Monthly  Allowance  is  to  depend;  and  with  the 
length  of  the  term  for  which  the  Annuity  is  deferred  for,  in  other  words, 
with  the  number  of  years  which  are  to  pass  before  the  commencement  of 
the  Annuity),  and  with  the  conditions  of  the  contract  as  to  the  mode  of  pur- 
chase_,  mode  of  payment,  and  return  or  non-ieturn  of  purchase  money. 

When  the  condition  of  the  contract  is  to  be  that  no  part  of  the  purchase 
money  shall,  in  any  event,  be  returned —  £    s.    d.

They  may  begin  by  purchasing  such  part  as  they  can  aflord  to  purchase,  and 
go  on  increasing  their  purchases  from  time  to  time  as  their  circumstances 
will  permit. 

10.  Husband  and  wife  may  each  be  insured  to  the  full  amount  of  £100, 
and  may  each  purchase  an  Annuity  of  £50,  or  a  Monthly  Allowance  of 
£4  3s  4d.  Any  two  persons  may  purchase  an  Annuity  on  their  joint  lives, 
with  or  without  continuance  of  the  Annuity  to  the  survivor. 

11.  Persons  contracting  for  the  insurance  of  their  lives,  or  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Annuities  or  Monthly  Allowances,  will  be  allowed  to  pay  their 
periodical  premiums  or  instalments  of  purchase-money  at  such  of  the  Post 
Offices  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  opened  for  the  purpose,  as  will 
suit  them  best, 

12.  Persons  proposing  to  effect  Insurances  on  their  Lives,  or  to  pur- 
chase  Deferred  Monthly  Allowances,  must  provide,  at  their  own  cost,  such 
certificates  of  birth  or  bartism,  or  other  evidence  of  age,  as  shall  be  re-1 
quired  from  them ;  but  will  not  be  required  to  pay  any  fee  for  medical 
examination,  or  to  pay  the  cost  of  any  inquiry  which  the  Postmaster- 
General  may  think  fit  to  make  with  regard  to  their  health,  habits,  age,  and 
occupation,  or  to  pay  any  fee  for  the  issue  of  any  contracts  which  may  be 
made  in  accordance  with  their  proposals,  or  to  pay  any  postage  for  the 
transmission  of  their  proposals,  or  for  the  transmission  of  any  correspond- 
ence arising  out  of  such  proposals  between  them  and  the  Postmaster- 
General,  inasmuch  as  a  provision  for  all  such  costs  and  charges  is  included 
in  the  premiums  which  they  will  be  required  to  pay,  in  accordance  with  the 
tables  framed  for  the  purpose,  for  the  Insurance  of  their  Lives  or  the 
purchase  of  Deferred  Monthly  Allowances. 

Persons  proposing  to  purchase  Immediate  or  Deferred  Annuities,  pay- 
able half-yearly,  must  provide,  at  their  own  cost,  such  certificates  of  birth 
or  baptism,  or  other  evidence  of  age,  as  shall  be  required  of  them  ;  and,  in- 
asmuch as  the  premiums  fixed  by  the  tables  framed  for  the  grant  of  such 
Annuities  do  not  include  any  provision  for  costs  and  charges,  must  pay,  at 
the  time  of  purchase,  a  fee  of  Is.  for  every  £1  of  Annuity  purchased. 


PRINCIPAL  RULES  OF  THE  POST-OFFICE  SAVINGS  BANK. 

A.  Post  Office  Savings  Banks  are  established  at  all  Money  Order  Offices 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  are  open  for  the  receipt  and  payment  of  money 
daily  during  the  hours  appointed  for  money  order  business. 

At  these  Banks  deposits  of  One  Shilling,  or  any  number  of  shillings,  will 
be  received;  but  no  one  may  deposit  more  than  £30  in  one  year,  or  more 
than  £150  in  the  whole,  exclusive  of  interest. 

Interest  at  the  rate  of  £2  10s.  per  cent,  per  annum  (which  is  at  the  rate 
of  sixpence  in  the  pound  for  each  year,  or  at  the  rate  of  one  halfpenny  on 
each  complete  pound  for  each  month,  reckoning  from  the  first  day  of  the 
calendar  month  next  following  the  day  on  which  a  complete  pound  has  been 
deposited,  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  calendar  month  preceding  the  day  on 
which  the  money  is  withdrawn)  is  allowed,  until  the  sum  due  to  a  Depositor 
amounts  to  £200,  when  interest  ceases  to  be  allowed.  The  interest  due  to 
each  Depositor  is  added  to  the  principal  due  to  him  on  the  31st  December 
in  each  year. 

B.  Every  deposit  in  a  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  must  be  immediately 
entered  by  the  Postmaster,  or  other  person  receiving  it,  in  a  book,  which 
book  is  to  be  kept  by  the  Depositor,  and  the  Postmaster  or  other  person  re- 
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ceiving  the  deposit  should  affix  his  signature  and  the  stamp  of  his  office  to 
each  entry.  Depositors  should  carefully  examine  their  books  before  leaving 
the  offices  at  which  they  make  their  deposits,  and  ascertain  that  they  have 
obtained  correct  receipts  for  the  sums  deposited  by  them. 

In  addition  to  the  receipts  which  the  depositors  will  thus  obtain  in  their 
deposit  books,  they  will  receive  for  each  deposit  an  acknowledgment  by  post 
from  the  Savings  Bank  Department  in  London.  This  acknowledgment 
should  reach  the  Depositor  within  three  days  from  the  day  on  which  he 
makes  his  deposit,  if  the  deposit  be  made  in  England  or  Wales.  If  the  de- 
posit be  made  in  Ireland  or  Scotland,  the  acknowledgment  should  reach  the 
Depositor  within  five  days.  The  Acknowledgment  should  be  quite  free  from 
erasure,  and  should  state  the  exact  amount  of  the  deposit,  and  the  day  on 
which  the  deposit  was  made.  If  the  acknowledgment  does  not  reach  the 
depositor  in  proper  time,  or  if,  when  it  reaches  him,  it  shows  any  signs  of 
erasure,  or  does  not  agree  with  the  entry  in  the  Depositor's  book,  the 
Depositor  should  immediately  apply  to  the  Postmaster-General  by  letter, 
and  should  renew  his  application  again  and  again  until  he  obtains  a  satis- 
factory reply. 

C.  Once  in  each  year,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  day  on  which  the  first 
deposit  was  made  by  him,  the  Depositor  should  forward  his  deposit-book  to 
the  Controller  of  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  Department  in  London,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  compared  with  the  books  of  that  department,  and  in 
order  that  the  interest  due  to  the  previous  31st  December  may  be  inserted 
in  it. 

D.  When  a  Depositor  wishes  to  withdraw  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
sum  due  to  him,  he  must  make  application  for  the  same  to  the  Postmaster- 
General,  on  a  printed  form  called  a  Notice  of  Withdrawal,  which  he  can 
obtain  at  any  Post  Office  Savings  Bank.  When  he  has  properly  filled  up  this 
form,  he  must  fold  it  and  secure  it,  and  forward  it  by  post  as  if  it  were  an 
ordinary  letter.  In  return  for  it  he  will  receive,  probably  by  return  of  post, 
a  warrant  for  the  amount  required  by  him,  payable  at  the  Post  Office  Bank 
named  by  him  in  the  notice  of  withdrawal. 

E.  A  Depositor  in  any  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  may  add  to  Ms  deposits 
at  that  or  any  other  Post  Offise  Savings  Bank,  and  may  withdraw  the  whole, 
or  any  part  of  them,  from  that  or  any  other  Post  Office  Savings  Bank,  with- 
out change  of  deposit-book.  For  instance,  if  he  makes  his  first  deposit  at 
the  Post  Office  Bank  at  Aberdeen,  he  may  make  further  deposits  at,  or  with- 
draw his  money  from,  the  Post  Office  Bank  at  Aberdeen,  or  Leeds,  Man- 
chaster,  Birmingham,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  or  any  other  place  which  may  be 
convenient  to  him. 

F.  No  charge  will  be  made  to  Depositors  for  the  books  first  supplied  to 
them,  or  for  the  renewal  of  those  books;  but  if  any  depositor  shall  lose  his 
book,  and  shall  desire  a  new  book,  he  must  make  application  to  the  Post- 
master-General for  the  same,  and  must  enclose  in  his  application  postage 
stamps  to  the  value  of  Is.,  to  pay  for  the  new  book.  If  a  depositor  loses  his 
book,  he  should  immediately  give  notice  of  the  loss  to  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

G.  No  charge  for  postage  will  be  made  on  the  Depositor  for  any  letter 
passing  between  him  and  the  Savings  Bank  Department  with  regard  to  his 
deposits,  or  with  regard  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  same,  or  for  the  trans- 
mission of  his  deposit-book  between  him  and  the  Savings  Bank  Department. 

H.  The  Postmasters  and  other  officers  of  the  Postmaster-General  em- 
ployed in  the  receipt  or  payment  of  deposits,  are  strictly  forbidden  to  dis- 
close the  name  of  any  depositor,  or  the  amount  of  his  deposits,  except  to 
the  Postmaster-General,  or  to  Nuch  of  his  officers  as  are  appointed  to  assist 
in  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  Post  Office  Banks. 

I,  A  full  statement  of  the  regulations  of  the  Post  Office  Banks ;  may  be 
seen  in  the  "  British  Postal  Guide,"  and  at  any  Post  Office  Bank;  where 
also  information  may  be  obtained  with  regard  to  the  rules  affecting— 
(A.)  The  deposits  made  by  Trustees  on  behalf  of  another  person. 
(B.)  The  deposits  of  Minors. 
(C.)  The  deposits  of  Married  Women. 
(D.)  The  deposits  of  Friendly  or  Charitable  or  Provident  Societies  or 

Penny  Banks. 
(E.)  The  repayment  of  the  deposits  of  deceased  Depositors  to  their  re- 
presentatives. 
(F.)  The  repayment  of  the  deposits  of  Depositors  who  have  become  in- 
sane, or  who  are,  from  other  causes,  unable  to  act  for  them- 
selves.

Inland  Postage  Regulations. 

LETTER  POSTAGE.

A  letter  exceeding  the  weight  of  12  oz.  is  liable  to  a  postage  of  Id  for  every 
ounce,  beginning  with  the  first  ounce.  A  letter  for  example,  weighing 
between  14  and  15  oz.  must  be  prepaid  fifteen  pence. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  postage  if  not  paid  in  advance,  is  double  the  fore- 
going; and  if  the  payment  in  advance  be  insufficient,  double  the  deficiency 
is  charged. 

No  letter  may  exceed  the  dimensions  of  18  inches  in  length,  9  inches 
in  width,  and  6  inches  in  depth.  The  only  exceptions  to  these  regulations 
are  in  the  case  of— 1.  Addresses  to  Her  Majesty ;  2.  Petitions  to  either  House 
of  Parliament,  forwarded  to  any  member  of  such  House,  without  cover,  or 
in  covers  open  at  the  ends;  3.  Printed  Parliamentary  Proeeedings ;  4.  Letters 
or  packets  to  or  from  public  departments  or  public  officers  in  Her  Majesty's 
service. 

If  the  stamps  affixed  to  letters  are  mutilated  or  defaced,  the  letters  will 
be  liable  to  the  unpaid  rates. 

An  unobliterated,  embossed,  or  other  postage  stamp,  which  has  been 
cut  from  an  envelope,  card,  or  wrapper,  and  affixed  to  a  letter  or  other 
packet,  renders  it  liable  to  be  charged  at  the  unpaid  letter  rate. 

Re-directed  letters  are  charged  an  additional  postage  for  each  re-direc- 
tion, according  to  the  prepaid  scale. 

All  persons  sending  letters  by  the  post  unpaid,  which,  from  any  cause 
whatever  cannot  be  delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  addressed, 
are  liable  to  pay  the  postage  charged  thereon,  which  may  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  by  summary  proceedings  before  a  magistrate. 
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By  the  Act,  1st  Victoria,  cap.  36,  sec.  2,  any  person  illegally  conveying 
letters  incurs  a  penalty  of  £5  for  every  letter,  and  £100  for  every  week  the 
practice  is  continued.  The  sender  also  incurs  a  penalty  of  £5  for  every 
letter,  with  full  costs  of  suit. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


(Inland.) 


By  the  "Post  Office  Act,  1870,"  the  use  of  the  Inland  Revenue  im- 
pressed stamp  denoting  the  stamp  duty,  under  which  Newspapers  and  other 
periodicals  had  been  previously  transmissible  by  post  within  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  abolished,  and  a  postage  of  one  halfpenny  was  fixed  for  each 
transmission  of  any  Newspaper  coming  within  the  definition  laid  down  in 
the  Act. 

Inland  Newspapers  are  subject  to  the  following  regulations  : — 

1st.  To  have  the  privilege  of  passing  as  a  newspaper,  the  publication 
must  first  have  been  accepted  as  a  Newspaper  by  the  Postmaster- 
General,  and  have  been  placed  on  a  Register  at  the  General  Post 
Office;  from  which  it  is  liable  to  be  removed,  either  through  the 
non-renewal  of  the  registration  year  by  year,  or  in  consequence  of 
any  change  which  may  deprive  it  of  the  characteristics  of  a  News- 
paper. Registration  for  inland  circulation  includes  registration  for 
transmission  abroad. 

2nd.  It  must  be  printed  and  published  in  the  United  Kingdom,  must  be 
published  in  numbers  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  seven  days,  and 
must  be  printed  on  a  sheet  or  sheets  unstitched. 

3rd.  The  full  title  and  date  of  publication  must  be  printed  at  the  top  of 
the  first  page,  and  the  whole  or  part  of  the  title  and  the  date  of 
publication  at  the  top  of  every  subsequent  page ;  and  this  regula- 
tion applies  to  "  Tables  of  Contents  "  and  "  Indices." 

4th.  A  Suplement  must  be  unstitched,  must  in  every  case  be  published 
with  the  Newspaper,  and  must  have  the  title  and  date  of  publica- 
cation  of  the  Newspaper  printed  at  the  top  of  every  page  ;  or,  if  it 
consist  of  engravings,  prints,  or  lithographs,  at  the  top  of  every 
sheet  or  side. 

5th.  For  each  Newspaper,  whether  posted  singly  or  in  a  packet,  the  post- 
age, when  prepaid,  is  one  halfpenny ;  but  a  packet  containing  two 
or  more  registered  newspapers  is  not  chargeable  with  a  higher  rate 
of  postage  than  would  be  chargeable  on  a  book  packet  of  the  same 
weight,  viz.,  one  halfpenny  for  every  2  oz.,  or  fraction  of  2  oz. 

6th.  A  Newspaper  posted  unpaid,  and  a  packet  of  newspapers  posted, 
either  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid,  will  be  treated  as  an  unpaid  or 
insufficiently  paid  book  packet  of  the  same  weight. 

7th.  The  postage  must  be  prepaid  either  by  an  adhesive  stamp  or  by  the 
use  of  a  stamped  wrapper. 

8th.  No  newspaper  can  be  sent  through  the  post  a  second  time  for  the 
original  postage;  for  each  transmission  a  fresh  postage  must  be 
prepaid,  except  that  in  the  case  of  re-direction  the  amount  charge- 
able may  be  collected  on  delivery. 

9th.  Every  newspaper  or  packet  of  newsparers  must  be  posted  either 
without  a  cover  or  in  a  cover  open  at  both  ends,  and  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  admit  of  easy  removal  for  examination.  If  this  rule  be 
infringed,  the  newspaper  or  packet  will  be  treated  as  a  letter. 

10th.  Every  newspaper  must  be  so  folded  as  to  admit  of  the  title  being 
readily  inspected. 
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11th.  A  newspaper,  whether  posted  singly  or  in  a  packet,  which  contains 
any  enclosure  except  the  supplement  or  supplements  belonging  to 
it,  will  be  charged  as  a  letter  ;  unless  the  enclosure  be  such  as  might 
be  sent  at  the  Book  rate  of  postage,  and  the  entire  packet  be  suffici- 
ently prepaid  as  a  Book  Packet,  in  which  case  it  may  be  allowed 
to  pass. 

12th.  A  newspaper  which  has  any  letter,  or  any  communication  of  the  na 
ture  of  a  letter,  written  in  it  or  upon  its  cover,  will  be  charged  as 
an  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid  letter. 

13th.  No  packet  of  newspapers  must  exceed  14  lbs.  in  weight,  nor  may 
exceed  two  feet  in  length,  or  one  foot  in  width  or  depth. 


BOOK  AND  CIRCULAR  POST—  (Inland). 

Inland  Book  Postage  is  a  half-penny  for  every  2  oz.  or  a  fraction  of  that 
weight. 

The  postage  on  book  packets  must  be  fully  prepaid, by  means  of  postage 
stamps  affixed. 

A  book  packet  posted  wholly  unpaid,  will  be  charged  with  double  the 
book  postage  ;  and  if  posted  partially  prepaid,  with  double  the  deficiency. 

Every  book  packet  must  either  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  entirely  open 
at  both  ends,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  of  the  contents  been  easily 
withdrawn  for  examination.  It  may  contain  any  number  of  separate  books 
or  other  publications,  prints,  or  maps,  and  any  quantity  of  p  iper,  parch- 
ment, or  vellum,  either  printed,  written,  plain,  or  any  mixture  of  the  three ; 
together  with  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of  literary 
matter,  or  usually  appertains  thereto,  to  the  exclusion  of  letters  or  any 
enclosure  sealed  or  otherwise  closed  against  inspection,  or  any  communi- 
cation of  the  nature  of  a  letter  written  in  any  such  packet,  or  on  its  cover. 
Entries,  however,  merely  stating  who  sends  the  book,  &c,  or  to  whom  it 
is  given,  are  not  regarded  as  a  letter. 

No  book  packet  may  exceed  5  lbs.  in  weight,  or  18  inches  in  length, 
9  inches  in  width,  and  6  inches  in  depth. 


POST     CARDS. 

Post  cards,  which  bear  a  half-penny  stamp,  are  available  for  transmis- 
sion between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  only. 

The  front  (or  stamped)  side  is  intended  for  the  address  only.  There 
must  be  nothing  else  written,  printed,  or  otherwise  impressed  on  it,  nor 
must  there  be  any  writing  or  printing  across  the  stamp.  On  the  reverse 
side  any  communication  may  be  printed  or  written.  Nothing  whatever 
may  be  attached ;  nor  may  the  Card  be  folded,  cut,  or  otherwise  altered. 
If  any  of  these  rules  be  infringed,  the  Card  will  be  charged  Id  on  delivery. 

No  Card  other  than  one  of  those  issued  by  the  Government  will  pass 
under  a  half-penny  stamp,  if  it  bear  on  it  a  written  communication  of  the 
nature  of  a  letter. 


REGISTRATION. 

By  the  prepayment  of  a  fee  of  fourpence,  any  letter,  newspaper,  or  book 
packet,  unless  it  be  addressed  to  initials,  or  to  a  fictitious  name,  may 
be  registered  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  the  British  Colonies. 
(For  registration  to  Foreign  Countries,  see  Tables  of  Colonial  and  Foreign 
postage.) 

The  registration  fee,  as  well  as  the  postage,  must  be  prepaid  in  stamps. 
The  registration  of  a  packet  makes  its  transmission  more  secure,  by  ren- 
dering it  practicable  to  trace  it  from  its  receipt  to  its  delivery. 

All  Inland  or  Colonial  letters  which  contain  enclosures  of  coin,  are 
treated  as  registered,  and,  if  posted  without  registration,  are  charged  on 
delivery  with  a  double  registration  fee  of  eightpence. 
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COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  PATTERN  AND  SAMPLE  POST. 

Patterns  and  Samples  can  be  sent  at  the  rates  inserted  in  the  Table  of 
Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage,  to  such  places  as  are  marked  with  the  letter 
P.  but  they  are  restricted  to  bona  fide  trade  patterns  or  sampZes  of  merchandise. 
Goods  sent  for  sale,  or  in  execution  of  an  order  (however  small  the  quantity 
may  be),  or  any  articles  sent  by  one  private  individual  to  another,  which, 
are  not  actually  patterns,  or  samples,  are  not  admissible. 

Patterns  or  Samples,  when  practicable,  must  be  sent  in  covers  open  at 
the  ends,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  easy  of  examination. 

There  must  be  no  writing  or  printing  upon,  or  in  any  packet,  except  the 
address  of  the  person  for  whom  it  is  intended,  the  address  of  the  sender,  a 
trade  mark  or  number,  and  the  price  of  the  articles. 

The  limit  of  weight  is  not  the  same  to  all  countries,  see  Table  of  Colonial 
and  Foreign  Postage. 

A  packet  of  patterns  sent  to  Portugal,  Madeira,  the  Azores,  Cape  de 
Verds,  France,  or  to  Turkey,  Syria,  or  Egypt,  by  French  Packet,  must  not 
exceed  18  inches  in  length,  width,  or  depth,  and  a  packet  sent  to  any  of  the 
other  countries  must  not  exceed  24  inches  in  length,  or  12  inches  in  width 
or  depth. 
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EXPLANATIONS  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  INFORMATION. 

Explanations  and  Miscellaneous  Information  relative  to  the  Table  of 
Colonial  and  Foreign  Postage. — 

(c)  denotes  that  prepayment  is  compulsory,  it  being  in  all  other  cases 
voluntary. 

(a)  that  an  additional  charge  is  made  on  delivery. 

(in)  that  the  registration  is  incomplete,  not  extending  beyond  port  of 
arrival. 

(none)  that  no  registration  can  be  effected. 

(p)  that  patterns  can  be  sent. 

Limitation  of  Weight  and  Size.— In  the  cases  marked  thus  *,  the  limita- 
tion of  weight  of  newpapers,  books,  or  patterns,  is  3  lbs. ;  1  lb.  in  the  cases 
marked  thus  f;  8  oz.  in  the  cases  marked  thus  J;  and  5  lbs.  in  all  other 
cases. 

No  letter  may  exceed  2  feet  in  length,  or  1  foot  in  width  or  depth. 

No  packet  must  exceed  18  inches  in  width,  depth,  or  length,  for  France 
or  Algeria,  for  Turkey,  Syria,  or  Egypt,  by  French  packet,  or  to  the  Azores, 
Cape  de  Verds,  Madeira,  or  Portugal. 

Routes. — When  the  route  by  which  a  letter,  &c,  is  to  go,  is  not  marked 
on  it,  it  will  be  sent  by  the  route  immediately  following  the  name  of  the 
place  in  theforegoing  table.  Letters  for  India,  China,  &c,  Baden,  and  Bavaria, 
will  be  sent  by  the  route  indicated  by  the  postage  paid  upon  them.  Letters 
for  Canada  are  sent  by  the  first  mail  despatched. 

When  a  letter,  addressed  to  go  by  a  route  that  requires  prepayment,  is 
posted  unpaid,  and  there  is  some  other  route  where  prepayment  is  not  re- 
quired, it  is  forwarded  by  that  route  ;  but  if  there  be  none,  it  is  sent  to  the 
Returned  Letter  Office,  to  go  back  to  the  writer. 

Officer's  Letters. 

Non-commissioned  officers,  private  soldiers,  or  seamen  serving  abroad, 
can  send  and  receive  letters  for  a  postage  of  Id,  provided  the  letter  weigh 
not  more  than  half  an  ounce,  the  postage  be  prepaid,  and  the  direction  dis- 
tinctly specify  the  rank  or  class  of  the  soldier  or  seamen,  and  the  ship  or 
regiment  to  which  he  belongs  ;  but  if  any  such  letters  have  to  pas-s  through 
a  foreign  country,  they  are  subject,  in  addition,  to  a  foreign  rate  of  postage. 

Officers'  letters  addressed  to  ships  of  war  on  the  Pacific  Station  (north  or 
south),  are  subject  to  a  postage  of  Is  6d  per  ^  oz.  each. 

Prepayment,  &c. 

Letters  to  or  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  posted  wholly  unpaid,  or  paid 
less  than  one  rate,  are  detained,  and  returned  to  the  writers  for  postage  ; 
but  those  on  which  one  rate  (although  not  the  whole  postage)  has  been  paid 
by  stamps,  are  forwarded  charged  with  the  deficient  postage  and  an  addi- 
tional rate  as  a  fine.     Letters  for  Tasmania  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

Letters  sent  unpaid  (wholly  or  in  part)  to  foreign  countries  generally,  via 
Belgium  and  Prussia,  or  to  Greece,  Portugal,  Madeira,  the  Azores,  and  Cape 
de  Verds,  are  charged  with  a  postage  of  2d  per  rate  in  addition  to  the  de- 
ficient postage. 

Letters  posted  wholly  unpaid  for  Algeria  and  France,  are  charged  6d  per 
J  oz. ;  and  those  posted  wholly  unpaid,  or  paid  less  than  one  rate  of  postage, 
for  the  Canary  Islands,  Majorca,  Minorca,  and  Spain,  are  charged  double 
the  prepaid  rate.  Letters  for  the  Canary  Islands,  Majorca,  Minorca,  and 
Spain,  insufficiently  prepaid,  are,  provided  one  rate  at  leust  be  paid,  charged 
with  double  the  deficiency. 

Those  for  Alexandria,  Cairo,  and  Suez,  sent  via  Marseilles  by  British 
packet,  and  those  for  Alexandria,  Cairo,  and  Constantinople,  sent  by  French 
packet,  are  charged  6d  each,  in  addition  to  the  deficient  postage 

Letters  for  Ceylon  and  India  are  charged  9d  each  additional. 

Letters  posted  unpaid  (wholly  or  in  part)  for  Belgium  or  Holland,  via 
Belgium,  are  charged  3d  each  in  addition  to  the  deficient  postage;  those 
sent  to  Holland,  via  France,  are  charged  8d  per  single  rate,  and  those  for  the 
United  States,  an  additional  postage  of  3d  each  ;  and  those  for  Switzerland, 
dw  Belgium,  3d  per  |  oz.  in  addition  to  the  deficient  postage. 

The  same  rates  are  chargeable  in  this  country  upon  letters  posted  unpaid, 
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wholly  or  in  part,  from  the  above  places,  except  from  Alexandria,  Cairo, 
and  Suez,  via  Southampton,  China,  Holland,  via  France,  which  are  charged 
the  prepaid  rate  only. 

Letters  by  Private  Ships. 
Letters  intended  to  be  sent  by  private  ship,  must  be  addressed,  "  By 
Private  Ship;  "  and  if  by  a  particular  vsssel,  the  name  of  the  ship  must,  be 
added.  The  postage  of  a  letter  by  a  private  ship  to  Belgium,  the  British. 
West  Indies.  Nova  Scotia,  United  States,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and 
Norway,  is  3d  per  £  oz. ;  of  a  letter  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal, 
St  Helena,  Ascension,  4d  per  £  oz. ;  to  France,  3d  per  |  oz.;  to  Holland,  8d 
for  every  i  oz. ;  in  all  other  cases  the  postage  is  6d  per  £  oz.  Letters  may 
be  sent  unpnid  to  the  following  places,  viz. :— Belgium,  British  West  Indies, 
Canada,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Ceylon,  Falkland  Islands,  France  and  Algeria, 
Gold  Coast,  Holland,  Hong-Kong,  India,  Mauritius,  Natal,  New  Brunswick, 
Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  St  Helena,  and  Sierra 
Leone;  but  to  all  other  places  prepayment  is  compulsory.  Newspapers  by 
private  ships  are  charged  Id  each. 

Germany. 
According  to  the  regulations  of  the  North  German  Confederation,  no 
letter  exceeding  50  Grammes  fa  little  more  than  1%  oz.)  in  weight,  and  con- 
taining any  other  inclosure  than  paper,  can  be  allowed  to  circulate  ty  the 
post.  Any  letters,  then,  forwarded  in  the  mail  to  Prussia  above  that  weight, 
and  containing  any  other  inclosure  than  paper,  will  be  liable,  on  their 
arrival  at  the  Prussian  frontier,  to  be  stopped  and  sent  to  the  Custom-house 
for  delivery  as  freight.
